This means psychologically 
the child has reached the mental ripe~ 
ness of distinguishing what belongs to 
his own bodily sensations and actions, 
and what belongs to the environment. In 
shart, his self-consciousness has devel- 
oped and with this his own personal will 
Through his actions the child can now 
apply his will to objects around hin. 
He starta to draw, build, dance, etc., 
according to his own imagination and not 
any more by imitations. low we can be- 
child, with tne co- 
peration of his own will, by providing 
him with the right impressions on which 
is own imaginatio
